standards  for  "coffee  essences."  Liquid 
coffee  essence  or  extract  and  liquid  coffee 
and  chicory  essence  or  extract  are  required 
to  contain  not  less  than  0-5  per  cent,  and 
0-25  per  cent.,  respectively,  w/v,  of  caffeine 
derived  from  coffee.  The  products  must  not 
contain  extractives  from  any  roasted 
vegetable  matter  other  than  coffee,  or 
coffee  and  chicory,  as  the"  case  may  be. 
In  any  proceedings  it  is  a  defence  to  prove 
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that  not  less  than  4  lb.  and  2  lb.  respectively 
of  coffee  per  gallon  were  used  to  make  the 
essence.  The  Order  comes  into  operation 
on  July  1  in  respect  of  sales  by  manufac- 
turers, September  1  by  wholesalers,  and 
December  1  by  retailers.

He 
thereupon  sought  and  obtained  an  interview 
with  the  Department  of  Health  in  Edin- 
burgh, submitting  three  letters  from  local 
doctors  stressing  the  essential  character  of 
the  business,  arid  one  from  the  only  other 
local  chemist,  who  stated  that  he  would  be 
unable  to  cope  with  the  increased  amount  of 
business  which  would  result  from  the 
closing  of  Mr.  Downie's  shop,  and  pointing 
out  that  he  himself  would  become  the  only 
qualified  chemist  and  optician  between 
Perth  and  Stirling.

Actinomycosis ;  arthritis  deformans ;  dis- 
location of  the  spine ;  carcinoma  of  the 
spine ;  fibrocystic  disease  of  the  spine ; 
fracture  of  the  spine  ;  fracture-dislocation  of 
the  spine;  osteochondritis  juvenilis  dorsi; 
osteomalacia ;  osteomyelitis  of  the  spine  ; 
sacro-iliac  disease;  spondylitis;  tubercu- 
losis of  spine ;  Deformities  of  the  spine : 
Kyphosis;  lordosis;  scoliosis;  spondy- 
lolisthesis ;  Diseases  of  the  nervous  system  : 
Cerebral  diplegia;  muscular  atrophy; 
muscular  dystrophy ;  paralysis  of  abdo- 
minal muscles  ;  paralysis  of  spinal  muscles ;

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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Depreciation  Allowance  for  Shops. — Sir 

J.  Anderson  (Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer) 
gave  a  negative  reply  on  April  26  to  a 
request  that  he  should  grant  a  depreciation 
allowance  of  i-£  per  cent,  per  annum  on  cost 
or  capital  value  of  shops. 

Vinegar  Production. — On  April  18,  Mr. 
Mabane  (Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food)  gave  the  following 
figures  of  vinegar  production :  Malt  (four 
weeks  ended  December  9,  1944),  980,000 
gall. ;  non-brewed  (December  1944),  459,000 
gall.  Approximate  annual  production  was : 
Malt,  12,000,000  gall. ;  non-brewed, 
10,000,000  gall. 

Photographic  Films. — Sir  R.  Glyn  asked, 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on 
April  24  when  photographic  films  of  the 
type  usually  sold  to  the  public  would  again 
be  available.  Mr.  Dal  ton  replied  that, 
owing  to  heavy  demands  by  the  Services, 
only  small  quantities  of  film  could  as  yet 
be  released  for  civilian  use,  but  he  had 
made  arrangements  whereby  members  of 
the  Forces  and  their  families  could  be 
photographed. 

Retail  Licences. — The  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  in  reply  to  a  question  on 
April  24,  said  he  had  given  instructions  that 
preferential  treatment  should  be  given  to 
war-disabled  persons  who  applied  for 
licences  to  open  new  shops,  and  that  only 
in  the  most  exceptional  circumstances 
should  such  licences  be  granted  to  others. 
Once  the  war  in  Europe  was  over,  licences 
would  also  be  granted,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  to  persons  on  the  Register  of  With- 
drawn Traders  who  wished  to  resume  their 
former  businesses. 

Alcoholic  Bitters  for  West  Africa.— Mr. 
Sorensen  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Colonies  on  April  25  if  he  was  aware 
that  a  commodity  known  as  bitters  was 
being  imported  into  West  Africa,  purporting 
to  be  a  medicine  but  having  from  15  to 
20  per  cent,  alcohol ;  what  quantity  of  this 
and  similar  articles  was  exported  from  this 
country  to  West  Africa  last  year ;  whether 
the  Bill  recently  introduced  into  Nigeria 
would  prevent  or  limit  the  sale  of  this 
article ;  and  if  he  had  any  information 
respecting  the  ultimate  selling  price  to 
consumers.  Mr.  Emrys-Evans,  in  reply, 
said  alcoholic  bitters  might  be  imported 
into  West  Africa  and  both  their  import  and 
their  sale  were  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Liquor  Ordinances  in  the  four  Terri- 
tories. 


Committee  on  Shop  Hours. — In  reply 
question  on  April  26,  the  Home  Secre  y 
(Mr.  H.  Morrison)  said  the  Government 
been  giving  attention  not  only  to  the  clc 
hours  of  shops,  but  also  to  other  re!

Surely  this 
ci  lusion  could  have  been  reached  sooner, 
al  with  a  less  disproportionate  emphasis 
oj  he  functions  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
B  3ty.  Moreover,  the  statement  "The 
I  :gence  of  the  pharmacist  as  the  succes- 
Bflto  the  apothecary  was  marked  by  the 
I  dation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
b  rreat  Britain  in  1841"  is  too  loose  for 
al  jptance  without  qualification.  The 
I  pilers  of  this  opinion  may  have  attached 
nl  haportance  to  the  remark  in  the  "Morn- 
ii  Chronicle"  of  September  6,  1872,  that 
'I  m  the  ignorance  of  many  apothecaries 
.1  prescriptions  are  commonly  made  up 
a  chemist's"  ;  but  they  can  hardly  have 
Blooked  Section  28  of  the  Apothecaries

Igestions  towards  the  proposed  service. 


Criticism  of  the  present  pharmaceutical 
service  under  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance scheme  has,  wisely,  been  relegated  to 
an  appendix:  it  has  a  bearing  on  the  sug- 
gestions referred  to,  but  not  to  the  extent  of 
justifying  a  place  in  the  body  of  the  mem- 
orandum. On  the  relation  of  the  Company 
Chemists'  Association  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  I  have  already  expressed  my 
view.  It  remains  unchanged.  The  present 
bickering  between  the  two  bodies  could 
have  been  avoided  if,  when  the  Government 
White  Paper  was  issued,  the  sensible  course 
of  fully  associating  the  company  chemists 
in  all  discussion  and  negotiation  had  forth- 
with been  adopted.  Having  regard  to  the 
number  of  individual  proprietors  of  chem- 
ists' businesses  who  form  private  limited 
companies,  the  selection  of  these  public 
companies  for  exclusion  from  the  negotia- 
ting body  is  difficult  to  justify. 

"  Hall-marks  "  for  Plastics 

At.  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the 
British  Plastics  Federation  (p.  427)  it  was 
announced  that  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  British  Standards  Institution  a  series 
of  standards  for  the  products  of  the  indus- 
try is  being  prepared.  It  appears  that  a 
kind  of  hall-mark  or  something  analogous 
for  stamping  approved  goods  has  already 
been  established.  Though,  as  the  chairman 
of  the  Federation  pointed  out,  the  plastics 
industry  is  comparatively  youthful,  these 
steps  are  wise.  Not  long  ago  I  heard  a 
complaint  about  cheap  wares  made  mainly 
if  not  entirely  of  some  plastic  material ; 
they  were  so  inefficient,  my  informant  said, 
that  they  gave  no  satisfaction  either  to 
retailers  or  to  customers.  All  classes  of 
traders  will  be  glad  to  know  that  so  impor- 
tant a  group  of  articles — if,  indeed,  they 
can  be  ranked  as  a  single  group — is  being 
put  on  a  sound  basis,  for  it  is  evident  that 
plastics  will  find  their  way  into  every  trade 
and  into  several  professions.  Hall-marks 
on  gold  and  silver  goods  have  a  long  his- 
tory. An  authoritative  account  of  the 
subject  is  found  in  "Old  English  Plate"  by 
Wilfrid  Cripps,  and  an  outline  appears 
annually  in  "Whitaker."  The  goldsmiths 
of  London  used  no  indication  of  date  prior 
to  1438,  but  they  stamped  with  a  leopard's 
head  as  far  back  as  1300.  The  examination 
of  marks  for  dating  specimens  of  plate  is 
an  amusing  game,  and  provides  a  few  traps 
for  the  unwary.  The  hall-mark  principle 
is  probably  destined  to  be  applied  to  other 

kinds  of  goods.  Xrayser

— At  Marlborough  Street, 
London,  police  court,  recently,  Esmorea 
Chemical  Products,  Ltd.,  Regent  Street, 
London,  W.i,  were  fined  ^750,  with  £10  10s. 
costs,  for  supplying  lipsticks  in  containers 
contrary  to  the  Toilet  Preparations  Orders. 
Samuel  Gorb,  a  former  director,  was  fined 
^250,  with  £10  10s.  costs,  and  Maurice 
Louvain,  an  employee,  was  fined  ^50,  with 
^5  5s.  costs,  both  for  aiding  and  abetting. 

Remanded    on    Receiving    Charge. — At 

Tower  Bridge,  London,  police  court,  on 
April  4,  Bernard  Ellis,  Woodford,  Essex, 
and  Paul  Zech  Dupont,  Glasgow,  company 
directors,  were  charged  with  being  con- 
cerned together  and  with  Ernest  and 
Charles  Ramseyer  in  receiving,  between 
June  and  December  1943,  13,325  gall, 
linseed  oil,  valued  at  ^3,331.  They  were 
also  charged  with  conspiring  to  receive  the 
•oil,  knowing  it  to  have  been  stolen  or  other- 
wise unlawfully  obtained,  and  Dupont 
was  further  charged  with  receiving  3, 121  \ 
gall.,  valued  at  ^780,  between  May  13  and 
31,  1944.  At  the  hearing  it  was  stated 
that  over  a  period  of  two  years  a  large 
quantity  of  linseed  oil  had  been  stolen  by 
oil-tanker  drivers  from  the  premises  of 
Younghusband,  Barnes  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Ro- 
therhithe.  Ellis  (the  managing  director  of 
Bernard  J.  Ellis,  Ltd.,  paint  and  polish 
manufacturers,  Leyton,  E.)  was  alleged  to 
have  bought  oil  from  the  Ramseyers  and 
sold  some  to  Dupont  (managing  director  of 
Sandimans  Varnish,  Ltd.,  Glasgow).  The 
decision  of  the  magistrate  was  that  both 
accused  should  be  remanded. 

Pharmacy  Act  Fines. — At  Pocklington, 
Yorks,  police  court,  recently,  the  magis- 
trates imposed  fines  totalling  ^30  on  Arthur 
Leslie  Spink,  M.P.S.,  carrying  on  business 
at  Pocklington  and  other  places,  for  con- 
traventions of  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  On 
charges  of  selling  preparations  containing 
poisons  without  authority,  effecting  the 
sales  otherwise  than  under  the  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmacist,  and  selling  the 
preparations  without  the  labels  required  by 
law,  Spink  was  fined  ^5  each,  but  for  the 
use  of  the  title  "dispensing  chemist"  a 
fine  of  £15  was  imposed,  the  chairman 
expressing  the  opinion  that  this  was  "a 
very  bad  offence."  An  inspector  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  stated  that  from 
staff  records  he  discovered  that  for  approx- 
imately twenty  out  of  the  fifty  months  the 
shop  had  been  open  it  had  not  been  under 
the  control  of  a  qualified  pharmacist,  the 


last  qualified  assistant  having  left  so  lh 
ago  as  November  1943.

INQUESTS 

Aspirin  But  Little  Food. — At  an  inquest 
at  Chesterfield  recently  on  Esther  Mundy, 
Boythorpe,  a  verdict  of  death  by  mis- 
adventure was  returned.  It  was  stated 
that  the  woman  had  taken  about  twenty- 
four  tablets  prescribed  for  her  by  a  doctor 
and  containing  aspirin  and  phenacetin, 
but  had  had  little  to  eat  before  taking 
them.  This,  according  to  the  medical 
evidence,  had  produced  acute  poisoning. 

Cyanide  Container  Upset. — A  verdict  of 
death  by  misadventure  was  returned  at 
Sheffield,  recently,  on  Winifred  Dunn, 
an  employee  in  the  electro-plating  depart- 
ment of  Viners,  Ltd.,  Bath  Street,  Sheffield, 
who  died  from  poisoning  after  upsetting  a 
container  of  cyanide  over  herself  while 
working.  The  coroner  urged  the  need  for. 
publicity  about  the  dangers  of  cyanide 
poisoning  by  absorption  through  the  skin. 

Rat  Poison  Suicide. — At  an  inquest 
at  Dervock,  co.  Antrim,  N.  Ireland, 
recently,  upon  a  youth  named  James 
Currie,  Knockanboy,  who  collapsed  and 
died  at  his  home  on  January  2,  the  coroner 
returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  poisoning, 
self -administered,  while  temporarily  insane. 
It  was  stated  that  Currie,  who  had  been  in 
failing  health,  had  bought  rat  poison.  Later 
he  was  taken  ill,  and  he  died  shortly  after 
the  arrival  of  an  ambulance. 

Aspirin  Overdose.  -A  verdict  of  "acci- 
dental death  due  to  taking  an  overdose  of 
aspirin"  was  returned  at  Sedgefield,  co. 
Durham,  recently,  following  an  inquest 
on  Mrs.  A.  J.  Lockey,  who,  it  was 
stated,  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  aspirins 
and  had  been  known  to  take  as  many  as 
ten  at  a  time.  She  ignored  a  warning  that 
it  was  dangerous  to  take  so  many.  After 
her  death  "dozens  of  tops  of  aspirin  tubes" 
were  found  on  the  floor  of  her  room. 

Wintergreen  Instead  of  Whisky. — At  an 

inquest  in  Londonderry  on  April  2,  on  Mrs. 
Jeannie  Magee,  who  died  after  admission 
to  the  Waterside  General  Hospital,  a  verdict 
was  returned  that  death  was  due  to  the 
effects  of  accidentally  taking  wintergreen 
oil.  James  Magee,  the  husband,  said  that 
his  wife  had  suffered  from  pains  in  her  head 
and  legs,  and  he  had  kept  a  small  bottle  of 
whisky  and  a  supply  of  wintergreen  in  the 
house,  the  wintergreen  being  used  for 
massage.  On  the  night  of  March  30  he  was 
awakened  by  his  wife's  screams ;  she  had 
taken  wintergreen  instead  of  whisky.  There 
was  no  label  on  either  bottle.

Polythene  as  Packing  Material.— Mepa- 
crine  is  now  being  packed  in  polythene  for 
use  by  British  and  Allied  troops  in  the 
jungles  and  swamps  of  the  Far  East.  The 
drug  was  produced  by  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.,  to  replace  quinine,  but 
it  was  found  that  tablets  of  the  compound 
dissolved  or  deteriorated  in  the  damp  heat 
-)i  tropical  jungles,  and  a  new  method  of 
packing  had  to  be  devised.  Polythene,  a 
lexible  plastic  that  can  be  produced  in 
thin,  waterproof  sheets  which  retain  their 
lexibility  through  wide  variations  of  tem- 
perature, was  adopted.  This  plastic  had 
lever  before  been  used  as  a  packing 
naterial,  but  the  most  rigorous  tests  showed 
;hat  it  was  unaffected  by  tropical  heat  and 
;hat  mepacrine  tablets  wrapped  in  it  could 
)e  left  lying  even  in  salt  water  for  months 
ind  emerge  as  fresh  as  when  they  were  _ 
racked.  Two  important  problems  were 
low  to  get  each  tablet  into  its  individually- 
sealed  compartment  in  the  polythene  ribbon 
tnd  how  many  millions  of  tablets  a  week 


could  be  dealt  with.      Genatosan,  Ltd 
Loughborough,    Leics,    possessed  suitable 
machinery  which,  after  slight  adaptations, 
could  take  a  special  grade  of  polythene  film 
only  g- 1^  in.  thick.    A  strip  of  seven  pockets 


(a  week's  supply)  is  issued  to  men  on  the 
Burma  front;  each  day  one. pocket  is  torn 
off,  leaving  the  rest  safely  protected  from 
air,  heat  and  moisture.  The  problem  of  en 
suring  adequate  supplies  of  mapacrine  for 
troops  abroad  has  thus  been  solved.

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WESTERN  PHARMACISTS'  BRAINS  TRUST 


A  "brains  trust,"  called  together  by  the 
Western  (London)  Pharmacists'  Association 
on  April  24,  consisted  of  Messrs.  E.  A. 
Brocklehurst,  Hull;  T.  Heseltine,  Nor- 
manton ;  H.  Steinman,  Manchester;  and 
Alderman  W.  J.  Tristram,  J. P.,  Liverpool, 
with  Mr.  Frank  Noble  as  question-master. 
The  following  questions  and  answers  are 
selected  from  many  discussed: — 

How  is  the  title  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  of  Independent  Proprietor  Chemists 
squared  with  the  fact  that  membership  is 
accepted  from  limited,  companies  whose  only 
capital  held  by  pharmacists  is  a  nominal  £1 
share  held  by  qualified  "cover"  ? 

Mr.  Tristram  :  It  is  a  surprise  to  me  that 
anyone  with  £1  capital  can  become  a 
member ;  unless  a  good  deal  of  capital  is 
invested  by  pharmacists,  membership  would 
be  refused.  The  Executive  has  the  right 
to  refuse  membership. 

Mr.  Brocklehurst  :  There  are  some 
companies  with  one  or  two  shares  held  by 
pharmacists  but  they  are  in  a  small  minor- 
ity ;  less  than  1  per  cent,  are  represented 
by  the  type  of  business  referred  to. 

Mr.  Heseltine  :  In  other  words,  99  per 
cent,  are  positively  retail  pharmacists — 
one-man  businesses,  and  that  kind  of  thing. 
The  Executive  has  the  right  to  refuse  and 
takes  each  case  on  its  merits. 

No  Diversion  of  Funds 

Is  it  desirable  that  funds  earmarked  for 
the  new  building  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  be  diverted  to  increase  the 
value  of  scholarships  ? 

Mr.  Heseltine  :  The  fund  earmarked  for 
new  buildings  has  not  been  diverted  to 
scholarships. 

Will  foreign  pharmacists  registered  tem- 
porarily be  able  to  continue  in  pharmacy 
after  the  end  of  the  war  ? 

Mr.  Heseltine  :  The  arrangement  is  a 
war-time  measure  only,  and  so  soon  as 
hostilities  cease  the  Council  can  "de- 
register." 

Mr.  Tristram:  I  think  consideration 
might  be  given  to  those  who  wish  to  con- 
tinue their  registration  after  the  war,  such 
as  foreigners  with  conditions  difficult,  in 
their  own  country ;  if  their  qualification  is 
as  high  as  ours  I  think  they  should  be  given 
an  opportunity. 

Does  the  brains  trust  consider  it  at  all 
likely  that  the  M inister  of  Health  will  ignore 
the  claim  of  the  company  chemists,  who  are 
not9  represented  on  the  Joint  Committee  on 
a  National  Pharmaceutical  Service  ?. 


Mr.  Heseltine:  I  would  say  the  Mi:  • 
try  of  Health  would  consider  the  comp; 
chemists'  claims  in  conjunction  with  ot 
claims. 

Mr.  Brocklehurst  :  Their  claims,!  [ 
given  separately,  may  be  harmful  to  !  :

Sale  of  Penicillin 

Do  the  speakers  consider  that  Regulations 
should  be  made,  through  the  Poisons  Board 
or  otherwise,  to  control  the  retail  sale  of 
penicillin  ? 

Mr.  Tristram  :  I  think  there  should  be 
some  control,  but  not  necessarily  through 
the  Poisons  Board. 

Mr.  Heseltine:  I  think  penicillin  is 
controlled  through  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Act,  but  the  position  should  be 
watched. 

Mr.  Tristram  :  That  control  is  only 
because  of  shortage,  but  I  think  penicillin 
should  continue  to  be  controlled  even  when 
there  is  a  good  supply. 

A  Member  of  the  Audience  :  Should 
penicillin  be  dispensed  and  not  sold  ? 

Mr.  Tristram  :  Yes. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  will 
pharmacists  resolve  themselves  into  two 
classes,  the  first  taking  dispensing  and  the 
second  commercial  interests,  according  to 
individual  preference  ? 

Mr.  Heseltine  :  If  we  get  pharmacists 
to  dispense  in  a  National  Health  Service 
there  are  bound  to  be  two  types  of 
pharmacists. 

Mr."  Tristram  :  I  doubt  whether  newly- 
qualified  people  will  want  to  develop  on 
commercial  lines.  Some  may,  but  to  that 
extent  there  will  be  division.  I  do  not  think 
a  well-trained  pharmacist  would  wish  to 
leave  the  professional  side  of  his  business: 

Mr.  Steinman  :  I  believe  that,  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  pharmacy  in  this 
country,  pharmacy  has  the  opportunity  of 
establishing  itself  in  its  proper  sphere,  and 
if  pharmacists  can  be  accused  of  commer- 
cialism it  is  because  the  pharmaceutical 
cake  is  too  small.

I  think 
members  should  build  up  the  pharmacy  all 
would  like  to  see  established,  in  which 
pharmaceutical  work  is  the  main  occupation 
of  pharmacists,  who  are  in  control. 

Mr.  Brocklehurst  :  There  is  a  possi- 
bility that  pharmacy  will  develop  as  the 
questioner  says,  and  that  in  ten  or  fifteen 
years  there  will  be  two  classes  of 
pharmacists.

uropean  Epidemic  Outlook 

ll  a  report  on  the  epidemic  outlook  in 
I  ope,  recently  published,  the  Chief  of 
l    Epidemiological   Information  Service 
I  J.N.R.R.A.  states  that  during  this  war 
m  <e  has  been  no  pandemic  of  first  mag- 
I  |de.  Gratifying  though  this  is,  the  fact 
m  t  not  be  taken  to  mean  that  the  epide- 
U  |  situation  is  so  satisfactory  as  it  was 
I  re  the  war,  nor  as  indicating  a  favour- 
I  *  outlook  for  the  first  years  of  transition 
N  peace.    The  absence  of  real  disasters 
'i  t  be  traced  to  the  low  epidemic  level  of 
H  it  diseases  during  the  years  preceding 
\i  war,  in  conjunction  with  the  advance 
<  >reventive  medicine  and  the  application 
!(  a  large  scale  of  its  principles.   On  the 
I  2r  hand,  caution  against  over-optimism 
dictated  by  the  disastrous  aftermath  of 
rid  War  I.   After  referring  to  the  pan- 
iic  of  first  magnitude  which  struck  the 
Id  after  the  last  war,  the  report  says 
t  with  World  War  II  entering  its  final 
*e,  conditions  propitious  to  the  propa- 
ion  of  epidemics  are  likely  to  grow 
se  during  the  current  year, 
^mong    the    five    pestilential  diseases 
ered    by    the    International  Sanitary' 
iventions  only  louse-borne  typhus  pre- 


sents an  immediate  and  grave  danger  to 
Europe.  Cholera  has  not  appeared  within 
recent  years  west  of  India  and  Afghanistan. 
Yellow  fever  seems  hardly  to  have  spread 
during  the  war,  and  has  not  been  observed 
north  of  the  North-African  desert  belt. 
Had  no  precautions  been  taken,  the  exten- 
sion of  these  diseases  would  probably  have 
been  different.  So  far  as  is  known,  plague 
has  not  been  introduced  into  any  European 
part  during  the  war.  Nevertheless,  this 
may  happen  at  any  time.  Europe  has 
remained  practically  free  from  smallpox 
during  the  war  except  for  the  1944  outbreak 
in  Sicily  and  Southern  Italy,  and  an 
extension  of  the  Near  East  epidemic  into 
European  Turkey  and  the  neighbouring 
parts  of  Greece. 

Smallpox  and  Typhus 

The  most  encouraging  element  in  the 
whole  epidemic  situation  is  that  there  were 
only  three  cases  of  smallpox  in  1944  (seven 
cases  in  1943)  among  the  more  than 
200  million  inhabitants  of  continental 
Europe  outside  the  Soviet  Union  and  the 
Mediterranean  Peninsular  areas.  In  1919 
there  were  nearly  50,000  cases  of  smallpox 
in  this  area.  Typhus  presents  a  far  greater 
danger  than  smallpox.  In  certain  areas 
severe  epidemics  are  already  under  way, 
and  in  much  larger  areas  the  danger  is 
potential  because  for  several  years  there 
has  been  an  insidious  spread  of  sporadic 
infection  throughout  Central  Europe.  It 
should  also  be  remembered  that  North 
Africa  and  the  Near  East  are  just  emerging 
from  an  epidemic  wave  extending  from 
Morocco  to  Iran,  which  has  been  amongst 
the  worst  on  record  in  several  of  the 
countries.  The  report  adds  that  unofficial 
information  gives  30,000  cases  of  typhus 
in  Moldavia  alone,  and  the  epidemic  is 
likely  to  increase  until  May.  So  far,  this 
is  undoubtedly  the  most  serious  epidemic 
outburst  of  any  disease  during  the  present 
war.  The  typhus-free  area  of  the  European 
continent  now  consists  only  of  the  three 
Scandinavian  countries,  Finland,  Switzer- 
land and,  except  for  relatively  rare 
sporadic  cases,  the  Netherlands,  Belgium 
and  France. 

Apart  from  the  menace  of  typhus,  the  most 
significant  fact  of  the  epidemic  situation 
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is  that  the  incidence  of  all  the  common 
infectious  diseases  has  doubled  or  trebled 
in  that  part  of  the  European  continent  for 
which  statistics  are.  available,  and  this 
means  chiefly  among  the  resident  popula- 
tion of  the  less  desperately  afflicted  coun- 
tries. Dysentery  is  perhaps  to  be  feared 
even  more  than  typhoid  fever  during  the 
immediate  post-war  period.  The  heavy 
increase  of  dysentery  cases  over  the  pre-war 
level  which  took  place  in  the  Netherlands 
suggests  that  only  a  fraction  of  the  cases 
occurring  elsewhere  in  Central  Europe  have 
been  notified.  The  "new"  disease  of  this 
war  has  been  epidemic  jaundice.  From  an 
obscure  existence  among  the  garrison  of 
Malta  and  in  a  few  German  army  units, 
it  assumed  such  proportions  as  to  interfere 
occasionally  with  military  operations,  and 
spread  among  the  civilian  population  from 
the  Lybian  Desert  to  the  North  Cape. 
The  disease  was  really  not  new,  for  it  was 
known  already  from  World  War  I.  The 
reported  incidence  for  each  of  the  last  two 
years  has  been  as  high  as  i  per  cent,  of  the 
civilian  population  in  Norway,  and  4  per 
cent,  in  some  of  the  provinces.  Even 
higher  rates  of  incidence  have  been  re- 
ported in  certain  military  units  in  North 
Africa.  The  disease  appears  to  have  been 
widespread  in  Germany,  but,  if  it  has  been 
made  notifiable,  the  number  of  cases  has 
remained  secret.  Epidemic  jaundice  is 
clearly  a  virus  disease  of  an  extremely  high 
degree  of  infectivity  and  capacity  for 
covering  distances,  which  may  have  to  do 
with  the  long  period  of  incubation  (three 
or  four  weeks).  Since  its  potentialities  are 
unknown,  and  means  of  combating  it  have 
not  so  far  been  devised,  the  disease  deserves 
to  be  closely  watched. 

So  far,  diphtheria  has  turned  out  to  be 
the  leading  epidemic  disease  of  the  war  on 
the  European  continent  as  a  cause  both  of 
morbidity  and  of  mortality.  The  incidence 
of  carriers  has  increased  enormously.  The 
most  serious  development  of  diphtheria, 
however,  is  not  so  much  its  spread  as  the 
change  in  type  and  its  increasing  gravity. 
Scarlet  fever  has  spread  almost  as  much  as 
diphtheria,  and  with  few  exceptions  its 
incidence  is  from  two  to  five  times  the 
pre-war  level.  Nevertheless,  there  has  been 
no  explosive  epidemic  comparable  to  the 


diphtheria  outbreaks  in  the  Netherlanc 
and  Norway.  The  only  important  epidem 
disease  which  seems  to  have  remains 
unaffected  by  the  war  is  influenza.  Tl 
usual  winter  waves  have  come  and  passe 
the  most  recent  reaching  its  peak  durii 
the  early  part  of  the  winter  of  1943-4 
Nevertheless,  the  danger  of  major  influen; 
epidemics  cannot  be  entirely  disregarded 
In  addition  to  epidemic  perils,  t] 
increasing  incidence  of  endemic  disease 
such  as  malaria  and  tuberculosis,  must  1 
carefully  considered.  The  war  had  1 
effect  upon  tuberculosis  mortality  in  ig 
and  1940,  but  an  increase  began  in  19, 
in  several  countries,  and  became  more 
less  general  from  1942  on.  The  situatic 
is  now  much  the  same  as  during  the  perit 
immediately  after  World  War  I,  exce 
that  the  increase  this  time  started  fro 
a  lower  level.  The  number  of  tuberculo< 
cases  has  increased  greatly  in  Franc 
Belgium,  the  Netherlands,  Germany,  An 
tria,  Czechoslovakia  and  Hungary,  and 
has  doubled  in  many  parts  of  this  are 
Among  these  countries,  the  Netherlands 
undoubtedly  the  worst  sufferer.  Tl 
Balkans,  where  the  tuberculosis  mortali 
was  high  also  before  the  war,  are  probab 
back  to  the  conditions  of  twenty-five  yea 
ago.  In  Italy,  the  situation  is  likely 
become  worse  than  ever  before,  and  Polai 
faces  an  unprecedented  calamity.

Alcohol  Allowance  Changes 

A  white  paper  on  the  removal  of  certain 
excise  restrictions  on  distillation  and  of 
allowances  on  industrial  alcohol,  and  ex- 
ported spirits  (Cmd.  6622)  states  that,  as 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  announced 
on  April  24,  the  Finance  Bill  will  include 
provisions  making  certain  statutory  changes 
required  for  the  modernisation  of  the  system 
of  revenue  control  at  distilleries,  and  also 
abolishing  an  allowance  of  5d.  per  proof 
gallon  paid  on  industrial  alcohol  since  192 1. 

The  present  law  relating  to  revenue  con- 
trol at  distilleries  is  contained  in  the  Spirits 
Act  of  1880,  in  which  there  is  a  prohibition 
against  conducting  concurrently  the  pro- 
cesses of  "brewing"  and  "distilling." 
During  the  war,  however,  these  restrictions 
have  been  suspended  in  relation  to  distiller- 
ies producing  industrial  alcohol,  and  it  has 
been  found  that  the  relaxation  has  not  made 
the  task  of  the  officers  engaged  on  revenue 
control  any  more  difficult.  Accordingly, 
it  is  proposed  to  repeal  permanently  the 
statutory  prohibition  on  concurrent  brewing 
and  distilling. 

The  allowance  of  3d.  per  proof  gallon 
was  given  under  the  Finance  Act  of  1906  in 
respect  of  industrial  alcohol,  by  way  of 
compensation  for  increased  cost  of  produc- 
tion caused  by  the  old  system  of  control, 
but  the  additional  2d.  per  proof  gallon, 
granted  in  1921,  was  for  an  entirely  differ- 
ent reason.  Since  192 1  the  consolidated 
allowance  of  5d.  per  proof  gallon  has  been 
paid  in  respect  of  both  industrial  and  power 
alcohols,  but  the  May  Committee,  ap- 
pointed in  1943,  now  recommends  that  the 
whole  of  the  allowance  should  be  with- 
drawn as  from  January  1,  1946.  The  Com- 
mittee thinks  that  the  withdrawal  of  the 
allowance  will  not  adversely  affect  the 
production  or  consumption  of  industrial 
alcohol,  but  finds  it  impossible  to  comment 
on  the  effect  of  the  subsidy  embodied  in  the 
allowance  in  stimulating  supply  and  demand 
for  industrial  alcohol  and  the  development 
of  the  alcohol-using  industries  or  the 
possible  reactions  consequent  on  its  with- 
drawal. The  Committee  considers,  however, 
that  the  stimulating  effect  of  the  allowance 
has  been  over-estimated,  and  the  possible 
adverse  effect  of  its  withdrawal  exaggerated. 
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SIGHT-TESTING  EQUIPMENT— 2

THE  first  article  in  this  series  listed 
only  such  instruments  as  are  essential 
to  the  refractionist.  The  purpose  of 
the  present  and  subsequent  articles  is  to 
examine  the  merits  of  various  instru- 
ments, and  to  add  some  notes  on 
their  application  in  practice. 


Retinoscope 

The  most  important  objective  in- 
strument is  the  retinoscope.  The 
retinoscope  mirror  may  be  either 
plane  or  concave,  but  the  plane 
type  is  most  commonly  employed. 
For  better  illumination,  however,  the 
long-focus  concave  is  better.  It  is 
used  in  precisely  the  same  way  as 
the  plane,  and  usually  incorporates 
a  mirror  having  a  radius  of  curvature 
of  125  cm.,  so  that  the  crossing-point 
of  the  light  is  behind  the  patient's 
head.  The  short-focus  concave  is 
not  recommended,  as  the  shadow 
movement  differs  from  that  obtained 
with  the  plane  and  long-focus  con- 
cave mirrors,  requiring  different 
allowances  to  be  made  in  estimating 
the  refraction.  The  diameter  of  the 
mirror  need  not  be  more  than  in. 
The  sight-hole  should  not  be  too 
small,  or  it  will  not  admit  enough 
light,  and  the  reflex  will  be  dull :  if 
too  large,  it  will  cast  an  annoying 
shadow  in  the  centre  of  the  reflex. 
A  non-luminous  retinoscope  should 
have  a  sight-hole  of  at  least  2  mm. 
diameter.  The  writer  finds  1-5  mm. 
sufficient  for  the  luminous  type  of 
instrument.

Practice  in  Retinoscopy 

Skill  in  the  use  of  the  retinoscope  re- 
quires considerable  practice,  but  reliable 
objective  findings  are  essential  when  dealing 
with  illiterates,  young  children,  or  deaf 
mutes.  Careful  investigation  has  shown 
that  causes  outside  the  control  of  the 
refractionist,  such  as  spherical  aberration, 
will  cause  an  error  of  0-50  dioptres,  but 
when  results  within  this  degree  of  error  can 
be  obtained  consistently,  the  optician  has 
a  satisfactory  guide  for  his  subjective  tests. 
Luminous  instruments  may  be  used  for 
either  plane  or  concave-mirror  retinoscopy. 
A  simple  adjustment  produces  a  convergent 
beam,  but  care  must  be  taken  that  the  light 
focuses  behind  the  patient's  head,  in  which 
event  the  result  is  subject  to  the  usual

easurement  of  Corneal  Curvature 

An  objective  instrument  rarely  used 
)wadays  is  the  keratometer  which,  by 
easurement  of  corneal  curvature,  indicates 
te  degree  and  axis  of  corneal  astigmatism, 
tie  results  do  not  always  agree  with  sub- 
ctive  findings,  as  lenticular  astigmatism, 
■ving  either  to  unequal  curvature  or 
^liquity  of  the  crystalline,  may  augment, 
iminish  or  neutralise  the  corneal  astig- 
Latism.  Retinoscopy  is  therefore  better 
lan  keratometry  for  estimation  of  astig- 
latism,  but  when  muddy  media  and  small 
upils  make  retinoscopy  impossible,  the 
eratometer  is  valuable,  since  astigmatism 
;  usually  corneal.  It  is  also  preferable  for 
tie  measurement  of  irregular  corneal 
stigmatism,  and  for  the  investigation  of 
onical  cornea.  The  principle  of  the  kera- 
ometer  is  that  the  observer  sees  through  the 
yepiece  of  the  telescope  a  magnified  virtual 
nage  of  the  real  inverted  image  of  corneal 
eflections  of  the  object,  or  mire,  embodied 
ti  the  instrument.  The  image  is  doubled,  by 
>risms,  parallel  plates,  or  special  lenses, 
he  two  images  being  in  contact  when 
urvature  is  normal:  if  the  images  are 
eparated,  adjustment  of  the  position  of 
he  mires  brings  them  together  and  the 
lioptric  power  of  the  curve  is  read  from  the 
•cale.  A  similar  reading  is  taken  in  a  posi- 


tion 900  from  the  first  position,  and  the 
difference  is  the  amount  of  astigmatism. 
There  are  several  types  of  keratometer, 
falling  into  two  distinct  classes:  one- 
position  instruments,  and  instruments 
which  require  rotation  of  the  mire  between 
readings.  With  the  one-position  instru- 
ments there  is  less  likelihood  of  error 
resulting  from  movement  of  the  eye.  The 
keratometer  is  useful  for  perhaps  i  per  cent, 
of  cases,  but  is  hardly  essential. 

RECENT  RESEARCH 

Sulphur  Lotion. — A  more  elegant  sulphur 
lotion  in  which  the  main  ingredient  is  more 
finely  suspended  as  a  result  of  the  use  of 
methyl  cellulose  is  suggested  by  Downing 
("Archives  of  Dermatology  and  Sy philo- 
logy," 1944.  50.  8),  who  suggests  the  fol- 
lowing formula : —

Laxative  Action  of  Senna  Leaves. — The 

conclusion  that  the  laxative  actions  of 
leaves  of  Cassia  acutifolia  (Alexandrian) 
and  Cassia  angustifolia  (Tinnevelly)  do  not 
appear  to  differ  widely  is  reached  by  Grote 
and  Woods  ("Journal  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,"  XXXIII.  8. 
266),  who  find  that  variations  between 
different  test  samples  within  each  kind  of 
senna  are  as  great  as  between  representative 
samples  of  each  of  the  two  varieties. 
Samples  of  C.  angustifolia  from  commercial 
stocks  which  had  been  stored  in  warehouses 
for  five  years  showed  no  appreciable  loss  of 
activity. 

Sodium  Morrhuate  as  Sclerosant. — Jen- 
sen and  Jannke  have  compiled  evidence 
("  Journal  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  XXXIII.  11.  362)  to  show  that 
commercial  samples  of  sodium  morrhuate 
differ  greatly  in  physical,  chemical  and 
pharmacological  properties.  They  find  that 
treatment  of  cod-liver  oil  with  hydrochloric 
acid  does  not  materially  affect  either 
chemical  or  pharmacological  properties  of 
the  fatty  acids  contained  in  the  oil.  Iodine 
value  is  rejected  as  a  means  of  evaluating 
the  sclerosing  properties  of  sodium  morr- 
huate and  it  is  suggested  that  salts  prepared 
from  the  more  nearly  saturated  fatty  acids 
are  highly  effective  as  sclerosing  agents, 
while  their  action  is  accompanied  by  a 
minimum  of  irritation.  The .  presence  of  a 
completely  soluble  precipitate  in  solutions 
for  parenteral  use  is  not  regarded  as  indi- 
cating inferior  sclerosing  properties. 
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QUICK-FIRE  QUESTIONS  AT  TEES-SIDE 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Tees-side  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  on  March 
28,  Mr.  D'Arcy  Bray  presiding,  Mr.  Hugh 
N.  Linstead,  O.B.E.,  M.P.,  was  the  speaker 
and  his  subject  was  "The  Pharmacist's 
Position  in  the  New  Health  Services." 
Mr.  Linstead  suggested  that  the  scheme 
could  not  come  into  operation  before 
January  1947. 

Membership  Fees 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  Bray),  who  declared 
the  meeting  open  for  questions,  led  the  way 
with  the  following:  "When  the  iees  were 
increased  this  year  was  it  made  clear  to 
the  members  that  the  increase  was  necessary 
in  order  to  meet  the  costs  of  the  new 
building?" — Mr.  Linstead:  No,  the  in- 
crease was  not  entirely  for  that  purpose. 
During  the  next  few  years,  he  went  on, 
pharmacy  would  probably  be  faced  with 
various  crises  which  would  necessitate 
substantial  calls  on  the  purse.  Looking  at 
the  picture  as  a  whole  the  increase  was  in 
step  with  other  factors. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  How  will  the  pharma- 
cist be  remunerated  ? — Mr.  Linstead  : 
Tliere  are  all  sorts  of  alternatives,  but 
there  has  been  no  definite  approach  to  the 
question. 

Mr.  Harrison  :  What  has  been  done 
about  the  Society's  code  of  ethics? — > 
Mr.  Linstead  said  the  code  of  ethics  was 
only  a  guide  to  good  behaviour,  to  be 
followed  by  those  who  wanted  to  behave. 
The  process  of  establishing  it  would  take 
years.  However,  progress  was  being  made. 
The  Statutory  Committee  was  now  taking 
an  interest  in  the  advertising  of  dispensing 
services,  and  its  activities  were  beginning 
to  crystallise. 

Mr.  Gamlen  :  The  British  Medical 
Association  seems  to  have  brought  home  to 
the  public  the  doctors'  point  of  view  about 
N.H.S.  If  we  do  not  likewise  develop  a 
public  policy  in  relation  to  the  value  of 
an  open  pharmacy  to  the  community,  we 
shall  soon  see  the  abolition  of  private 
pharmacies.  Our  publicity  work  must  have 
much  more  drive  and  effect. — Mr.  Lin- 
stead :  Each  pharmacy  has  its  duty  in  a 
public  relations  sense.  There  is  nothing 
more  risky  than  newspaper  publicity. 
More  harm  than  anything  else  has  been 
done  to  the  medical  profession  by  much  of 
the  publicity  they  have  recently  received. 
Pharmacists  have  a  good  man  on  the  job, 
and  some  councillors  are  always  interesting 
themselves  in  the  matter. 


Mr.  Harrison:  .The  "bright  lights;: 
pharmacy  may  look  better  to  the  publl 
eye,  but  the  pharmacist  is  not  always  i 
evidence  in  these  places.  He  quote 
examples  of  proprietary  medicines  beir 
wrongly  used  owing  to  real  pharmaceutic:] 
advice  not  being  available,  and  Mr/Ld 
stead  suggested  that  the  best  thing  w? 
for  the  pharmacist  to  give  a  real  pharm; 
ceutical  service  along  with  the  bright  light 
This  might  entail  the  divorcing  of  th 
pharmacy  from  the  rest  of  the  shop. 

A  Member  :  In  the  event  of  the  Ministr 
overriding  pharmacy's  negotiating  con 
mittee  by  approaching  individual  contrai 
tors,  what  protection  has  the  employe 
pharmacist?

Mr.  Gamlen  asked  whether  the  fee 
paid  in  future  would  be  substantially  th 
same  as  now  for  twice  the  amount  of  dis 
pensing,  but  Mr.  Linstead  hoped  th 
Ministry  would  be  persuaded  to  reconside 
the  question  of  remuneration  from  a  ne^ 
angle. 

Limiting  Entrants  to  Pharmacy 

Mr.  Humphreys:  Some  years  ago  a: 
ex-president  of  the  Society  stated  that  th 
real  difficulty  in  pharmacy  was  that  whil 
there  were  25,000  on  the  register  there  waj 
only  pharmaceutical  work  for  18,000.  Wa; 
the  Council  considering  limiting  its  enj 
trants? — MR.  Linstead:  No  '  profession 
limits  its  entrants.  The  Council  keeps  it 
eye  on  numbers,  and  has  raised  the  standan 
of  the  preliminary  examination.  Pre-wa 
figures  were  6,000  in  ten  years  and  th 
present  figure  is  400  yearly.  Under  thj 
new  scheme  there  will  be  increased  need

Mr.  Schofield  :  The  Government  woulc 
not  be  able  to  offer  terms  to  individua 
pharmacists  unless  they  had  an  alternativ* 
with  which  to  threaten  the  individual,  sue!

Mr.  Linstead  :  The  situation  is  not  likel} 
to  arise,  and  if  it  does  it  will  be  sheer  bluf 
and  as  such  could  easily  be  called. 

Mr.  Gamlen:  Couldn't  the  Nationa 
Pharmaceutical  Union  Purchase  Fund  be 
augmented  by  the  Society  from  existing 
funds?— Mr.  Linstead:  The  N.P.U.  Pur- 
chase Fund  was  a  bold  project  and  deserved 
support,  but  this  could  not  be  forthcoming 
from  such  funds  as  the  War  Aid  Fund  or

A  FOOD  FOR  FAMINE 

The  Ministry  of  Food,  at  a  Press  confer- 
ence on  April  24,  demonstrated  and 
commended  the  new"  F"  (famine)  treatment 
for  people  suffering  from  starvation.  Sir 
Henry  French  said  it  was  early  anticipated 
that  cases  of  severe  starvation  might  be 
encountered  in  liberated  Europe,  and  the 
Medical  Research  Council  had  for  eighteen 
months  been  collecting  information  and 
developing  a  special  line  of  treatment  for 
famine  victims.  It  had  been  found  that 
sufferers  could  be  resuscitated  even  when 
they  were  almost  moribund  by  administra- 
tion, either  intravenously,  or  by  tube 
through  the  nose  into  the  stomach,  of 
solutions  of  predigested  proteins,  glucose 
and  certain  appropriate  vitamins.  The 
emergency  treatment  might  restore  a 
patient  so  rapidly  that  in  twenty-four  to 
forty-eight  hours  he  could  take  small 
quantities  of  ordinary  foods,  and  thus 
gradually  get  back  enough  strength  to 
eat  proper  meals.  On  that  beginning,  a 
meeting  in  London,  in  March  this  year,  of 
representatives  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council,  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies 
and  Ministry  of  .  Food,  together  with 
representatives  of  five  manufacturing  firms, 
agreed  on  a  detailed  plan  for  the  content, 
production,  and  packaging  of  the  emergency 
treatment.  The  firms  concerned  were 
Ashe  Laboratories,.  Ltd.,  the  Crookes 
Laboratories  (British  Colloids,  Ltd.), 
Genatosan,  Ltd.  (in  association  with 
Bengers,  Ltd.),  Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd., 
and  Herts  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.  Thanks 
to  the  co-operative  spirit  with  which  these 
five  firms  had  agreed  at  once  to  pool  their 
information  and  manufacturing  facilities, 
the  first  consignment,  which  was  ordered 
by  the  Dutch  Government,  was  completed 
on  April  4 — three  weeks  ahead  of  schedule. 
The  specimen  pack  demonstrated  at  the 
Press  conference  contained  all  that  was  re- 
quired to  treat  sixteen  cases  of  severe 
starvation  for  three  days,  and  provided 
a  continuation  treatment  for  ten  days  until 
a  light  diet  could  be  taken,

LIVERPOOL  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION 


The  ninety-fifth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  and  twenty- 
third  annual  meeting  of  the  Liverpool 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
took  place  on  April  19,  Alderman  W.  J. 
Tristram,  J. P.,  presiding. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  E.  Shepherd) 
reported  that,  pharmaceutically,  the  year 
had  had  little  to  offer.  Great  events  might 
be  in  the  air,  but  it  was  too  soon  to  assess 
their  value  to  pharmacy.  The  proposed 
National  Health  Service  had  provoked 
considerable  discussion  throughout  the 
country,  but,  while  matters  of  control  and 
direction  had  received  a  great  share  of 
publicity,  present  tendencies  seemed  to 
indicate  largely  an  extension  of  present 
National  Health  Insurance  methods.  Mr. 
Shepherd  went  on  to  say  that  the  president 
had  thrown  himself  into  the  Benevolent 
Fund  appeal  effort  during  the  year  with 
such  effect  that,  with  the  continued  help  of 
local  wholesale  and  manufacturing  firms 
and  individual  members,  they  had  been 
able  to  send  up  a  record  amount  of  ^145. 
108  members  of  the  branch  had  been  taken 
for  national  service.  The  staff  shortage  in 
Liverpool  pharmacies  had  become  extremely 
serious.  Strong  protests  had  been  made. 

Penny-in-the-Pound  contributions  during

Developments  in  the  international  situa- 
tion connected  with  the  prospects  of  an 
early  end  to  the-  war  in  Europe  have  had 
little  or  no  effect  on  the  drug  markets,  the 
controlling  factor  being  lack  of  supplies 
with  which  to  meet  any  increased  demand. 
A  number  of  inquiries  from  Continental 
sources  are  reported,  however,  and  it  is 
understood  that,  in  some  instances,  ex- 
port licences  have  been  granted.  Most 
of  the  markets  have  remained  firm  during 
the  week,  with  only  a  few  price  altera- 
tions. In  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals, 
the  only  important  change  is  an  advance 
of  one  penny  per  thousand  in  Aspirin 
tablets,  following  a  corresponding  increase 
in  Salicylates  recorded  last  week. 

Crude  Drugs 

Reports  from  the  Crude  Drugs  section 
of  the  markets  indicate  another  quiet  week, 
with  few  inquiries  and  available  stocks  at  a 
low  level.  Balsam  of  Peru  is  inclined 
dearer.  Benzoin  is  wanted,  but  none  is 
available  at  present.  New-crop  Buchu 
leaves  may  now  be  obtained  on  spot. 
Cardamom  varieties  are  quiet,  but  steady. 
Chillies  are  in  good  supply.  Ergot  is 
scarce.  Some  Turkish  Liquorice  root  is 
quoted  to  come  forward.  Nutmegs  are  in 
short  supply.  Some  oddments  of  rough- 
round  Rhubarb  are  being  offered,  but  the 
price  is  high.  Seeds  are  quiet  and  un- 
changed. Senega  is  in  good  inquiry,  but 
there  are  no  stocks  available.  Supplies  of 
Alexandrian  Senna  pods  are  reported  to  be 
small. 

Essential  Oils 

Practically  nothing  worthy  of  comment 
has  occurred  in  these  markets  during  the 
week.  Supplies  of  Essential  Oils  remain- 
ing outside  the  scope  of  the  Control  scheme 
are  extremely  meagre,  and  higher  prices  are 
wanted. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 

Acetanilide. — No  changes  have  occurred 
in  makers'  prices  at  2s.  5d.  per  lb.  for  crystals, 
and  2s.

P.A.C.  Dispensing  Fees 

Sir, — The  Bath  chemists  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  successful  outcome  of 
their  two-year  fight  for  adequate  remunera- 
tion for  public-assistance  dispensing  (C.  & 
D.,  April  26,  p.  431).  They  are  also  to  be 
thanked  for  the  object-lesson  their  struggle 
provides  for  those  who  are  about  to  nego- 
tiate the  terms  and  conditions  of  service 
of  the  National  Health  Service.  The  most 
important  lessons  to  be  learnt  are :  (i)  The 
assumption  on  the  part  of  the  authorities 
that  present  N.H.I,  rates  are  adequate, 
(ii)  The  tendency  of  the  authorities  to 
approach  independent  contractors  over  the 
heads  of  the  negotiators.  Success  can  be 
achieved  in  the  major  issue,  just  as  at  Bath, 
only  by  complete  unity  of  purpose.  Is  it 
too  late  for  the  Council  to  admit  that  the 
Branch  Representatives  were  right,  and  to 
invite  the  representatives  of  the  Company 
Chemists'  Association  on  to  the  Joint

Conditions  in  Post-war  Pharmacy 

Sir, — My  committee  has  recently  been 
discussing  post-war  conditions  in  phar- 
macy, and  members  are  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that  much  depends  on  the  terms 
of  the  National  Health  Insurance  contract. 
It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  compulsory 
opening  on  half-days,  Sundays,  etc.,  should 
become  optional,  and  not  a  condition  in  the 
contract.  It  is  admitted  that  many  chem- 
ists illegally  employ  their  assistants  and 
managers  for  these  duties,  and  that  they 
cannot  fulfil  their  obligations  under  the 
contract  and  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts, 
without  at  the  same  time  infringing  the 
Shop  Acts.  It  was  also  felt  that  an  attempt 
should  be  made  to  obtain  a  post-war  closing 
hour  of  6  p.m.  for  all  pharmacies  desiring 
it,  a  rota  providing  any  later  service  which 
may  be  necessary.  I  am  instructed  to  place 


these  views  before  you  in  the  hope  that- 
may  stimulate  correspondence,  and  actii 
through  your  columns,  and  we  stress  1 
importance  of  the  points  raised  in  th 
relation  to  our  receiving  into  pharmacy  1 
type  of  man  who  will  be  a  credit  to  1 
profession.
